35 KILLED; 60 INJURED 
IN COLLISION OF TRAINS 


Washington, Dec. 31. —An appalling 
disaster occurred last night on the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio Railroad at Terra Cot­ 
ta, about three miles from this city, and 
about 35 person were killed and over 
sixty injured, some of them so serious­ 
ly that they are likely to die. 
The accident was caused by the collis 
ion of train No. 66, due here at 6:05 
from Frederick, Md., known as the 
Frederick Special, with a dead passen­ 
ger equipment train of eight cars. Two 
hundred passengers were aboard the 
ill-fated train. The railroad officials 
late tonight were unable to assign any 
(muse for the collision. 
As soon as the news of the wreck 
reached this city all the ambulance* 
available, with as many physicians as 
contd be assembled, were sent to the 
scene. The dead bodies were found 
lying beside the track for a considerable 
distance. The wreck occurred at 6:39 
p. rn. A (lense fog was prevailing and 
made object * preceptible but a few feet 
ahead. 
It was impossible at first to deter­ 
mine the exact extent of the wreck. 
Those passengers in the forward coach 


were but slightly bruised. Those who 
heard the groans of the dying and 
wounded did what they could to give 
aid. 
A number of the passengers walk­ 
ed to Brookland, three-fourths of a 
mile away. The moment the first of 
the survivors reached Brookland a gen­ 
eral call was sent out for doctors and 
ambulances. 
The ill-fated train runs only on Sun­ 
days, for the benefit of many W ashing- 
tonians who either have country places 
on the line or go to their relatives. 
It 
leaves Frederick at 4 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon and is scheduled to reach Wash­ 
ington at 6:05.

ched the South Canadian bridge 
4 1-2 miles north of Francis at 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning one of the phalanges 
on the trucks of a big coal car broke 
off, and before the train could be stop­ 
ped it plunged into the bridge, tore the possible, the 
timbers asunder and fourteen of the children were 
cars tumbled into the mud below. 
All 
but the engine, tender, caboose and two 
cars went down. 
Fortunately no one 
of the crew were injured. 
It is reported a brakeman, off duty 
and returning from “a time” at Shaw­ 
nee, w a s reposing in one of the coal 
cars which plunged into the river. 
Miraculously escaping injury, he sprang 
forth from the debris, blew the coal 
dust from his 
nostrils, flashed 
a 
bottle high in the air and shouted, 
“ Have a drink on me!” 
With the collapse of the phalange a 
wreck more or less serious was inevit­ 
able, but by wrecking the bridge the 
disaster was double. 
Traffic on this 
division of the Frisco has been com­ 
pletely demoralized for over 24 hours. 
All the fast trains had to detour via 
Randolph and Haileyville. 
The 9:40 passenger north bound out 
of Ada, got as far as Francis Sunday 
and there it stuck for seven 


hours before it could even get to the 
river and transfer to the south bound 
on the other side. The wrecking train 
going north to the bridge wreck had * 
gotten wrecked itself on the way. 
By 
nightfall the transfer was rendered 
baggage, women and 
taken across in farm 
wagons and the men floundered through 
the mud. 
Some Ada boys returning 
home say the water in the stream was 
very shallow but the mud was awful 
deep. 
It is thought the bridge will be re* 
paired and traffic restored this after­ 
noon.

will reflect the President’s wish as to 
the disposition of the mineral lands in 
Indian Territory will be introduced in 
one or the other House of Congress 
early next month. The plan is the one 
conceived by Indian Commissioner Le­ 
upp. The President’s espousal 
scheme and the determination to 
body it in a bill are important, not on- 
1 y because they make it at least possi 
hie that this will be the solution of a 
perplexing problem of great moment 
to the people of the Southwest, but be­ 
cause also the adoption of the plan 
would be an appreciable step toward 
Government ownership. 
It is proposed, to convert the tribal 
title to these coal lands into a corpora­ 
tion by forming a stock company whose 
stock will be owned per capita by all 
who are on the citizenship rolls of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations. 
But, 
rn* Mr. Leupp has planned it, the Gov­ 
ernment would not relinquish its con­ 
trol of those properties, for the officers 
of the corporation would be, ex-officio, 
the President and the Secretary of In­ 
terior as treasurer and transfer agent, 
and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
as secretary, and these, with the Sec­ 
retary of Commerce and Labor, the 
Secretary of the Treasury and two 
members of the tribes, to be chosen by 
the stockholders, as directors. 
The corporation would have a life of 
twenty-five years, subject to an exten­ 
sion by Congress. 
The co aratio n 
would have the right to manage the 
property absolutely, sell the surface of 
the segregated area and lease any un­ 
leased deposits for a term not exceed­ 
ing the life of the corporation. 
The 
net income, of course, would be distri­ 
buted among the stockholders, who 
would have the same rights as the 
stockholders of any other corporation, 
except that they could not sell, trans­ 
fer nor incumber their stock without 
the consent of the Secretary of the In­ 
terior, acting as transfer agent. 
“ After paying expenses and 


in its place 
that effects just the same results so 
far as the services of property inter­ 
ests are concerned, and in harmony 
with what we are doing in every other 
direction. 
“ When the time arrived in twe^ty- 
of this ’ five years for winding up the affairs of 
the company Congress would have the 
privelege either of extending the life 
of the corporation or of allowing the 
directors to dissolve it in the usual 
way. ”

Union Is Formed at Chicago and Ap­ 
plication for a Charter Made— 
Rich Members W ill Supply 
Building Fund. 


Chicago.—The 
widows of Chicago, 
or, rather, a progressive portion of 
them, have organized to protect them­ 
selves from married men. triflers and 
<ha economic stress due to living the 
antffkdal, life. 
Au application for a 
charter for the Widows’ association 
has been made. 
The object of the association is to 
provide a sort of a community home 
for widows, where they can have more 
freedom than in hotels and boarding 
houses and more congenial company 
than they can have in their flats or 
homes. 
As many of the widows have 
children, widows with children will be 
welcome in the home. Because of the 
“ little encumbrances” they now find 
themselves boycotted by hotels and 
flinty landlords. 
This is one of the 
crying evils that the association is to 
remove. 
Only real widows are eligible to 
membership in the organization. 
Di­ 
vorcees and grass widows are barred. 
The candidate for membership, be she 
young and pretty or old and plain, 
must produce evidence that “ he’’ is 
dead for keeps. 
A death certificate 
may be required by the by-laws. 
"The widows have discovered that 
married men consider widows their 
prey. 
The rules governing the home 
will seek to prevent men from sailing 
under mist Colona. 
No married men 
will be allowed to make sentimental 
calls on widows. 
Rut married men 
friends may call if accompanied by 


% heir wives. 
There is a class of unmarried men 
whom the widows put down as triflers, 
who will not be welcome in the home. 
Experienced widows can always tell a 
trifler, but real young widows are pie 
for him. The organization is intended 
to assist all members, and the experi­ 
enced widow will see to it that the 
young 
and 
inexperienced 
are 
not 
fooled 
by 
the 
different species of 
male. 
Mrs. Em elia Tenny is president of 


the W idow s' association, Mrs. Em m a 
Field is vice president, and Mrs. Em ­ 
ma 
Wassergard 
Is 
the 
secretary, 
There are 50 other widows in the com­ 
bination. 
The majority of them are 
under 35. W hile they will not discour­ 
age Cupid they will see that there is 
no whirlwind marriage panic. 
The moment a member marries she 
ceases to be a member. 
The social 
side of the home will be a feature. 
There will be assembly room for en­ 
tertainments, reception room, a ball 
room, library, play rooms and grounds 
for the children, and everything that 
modern conditions require in the way 
of convenience and sanitary regula­ 
tions. 
The money to build will be sub 
scribed by rich widows who have the 
betterment of their sisters at heart. 
There will be an initiation fee of $5, 
but the community of Interest plan to 
pay 
expenses 
has 
not 
yet 
been 
adopted. 
“ W e want the organization to moan 
something,” said Mrs. Tenney. “ I was 
left a widow with three children, and 
I 
found myself boycotted on every 
side because of my children. 
It re­ 
quired a hard struggle outside of the 
money side of the question to educate 
them. 
W e propose to have widows 
educate their children where they will 
be surrounded by the best influences. 
"The members may work outside or 
inside the home and there will be a 
fine nursery where children will be 
given every attention. 
Thousands of 
widows could now earn good livings 
for themselves if they could only find 
a place where their children could be 
properly cared for while they were at 
work.” 


Paris to Be Lighted By River. 
Paris in the future may be lighted 
by electricity generated by an arti­ 
ficial Niagara 225 miles away. 
The 
municipal council has a scheme to 
construct a great dam 210 feet high 
on the Rhone at Seyssel, near Geneva, 
and to generate electric power by the 
artificial falls thus created. 
The city 
will be illuminated, so to speak, by 
water power. 
The project, which will 
cost 
$12,000,000, was originated 
by 
Monsieur Maili, who, with four other 
Parisian experts, is now in Geneva as 
a commission to examine and report 
on the project. 


A Fortune Paid for Luxuries. 


Goods Worth $100,000,000 Purchased 
Abroad During 1906. 


Washington. — Luxuries 
costing 
$100,000,000 were purchased by the 
United States from abroad during the 
fiscal year 1906, according to tabula­ 
tions of the bureau of statistics of the 
department of commerce and labor. 
These luxuries are classified as dia­ 
monds and other precious stones, of 
which 
$40,000,000 
worth 
were 
im­ 
ported; laces, edgings, 
embroideries 
and ribbons, $10,000,000; feathers, nat­ 
ural and artificial, $7,000,000; cham­ 
pagne, $6,000,000, and 
miscellaneous 
articles, such as perfumeries, toilet 
articles, smokers’ paraphernalia 
and 


opium. Tobacco, cigars and cigarettes 
of the value of $25,000,000 were Im­ 
ported. 
This is more 
than 
double 
the 
amount spent abroad for such articles 
a decade ago. 
The largest increase 
in the list Is said to be in diamonds, 
as the value in 1896 did not reach 
$8,000,000. 
Opium for smoking of the 
value of $1,250,000 _wras imported in 
the fiscal year just ended, compared 
with $75,000 in 1896. 
The bulk of things classed as lux­ 
uries, other than tobacco, came from 
Europe and the diamonds from 
the 
United 
Kingdom, 
the 
Netherlands, 
Belgium and France. 
Ninety-five per 
cent, of the imported 
tobacco 
for 
cigar wrappers grew in Sumatra.

New York.— A meeting of prominent 
horsemen called together by James T. 
Hyde, assistant secretary of the Na­ 
tional 
Horse 
Show 
Association 
of 
America, to discuss the question of the 
proposed international horse show to 
tie held in London June 7 to 13, inclu­ 
sive, next year, took place here, the 
other day. 
A committee consisting of Alfred G. 
V anderbilt, John Gerken and Jam es T. 
Hyde was appointed to select a suita­ 
ble committee which will have charge 
of the arrangements so far as Am eri­ 
can exhibitors are concerned. 
Mr. Hyde said that the American di­ 
rectors of the international horse show 
syndicate were Clarence H. Mackay, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt and Reginald Van­ 
derbilt, with Adam Beck, M. P., as the 
Canadian director. 
The show will be held at the Olym­ 
pia, which is in the W est Kensington 
part of London and which Mr. Hyde 


described as being “ twice as big as 
Madison Square garden.” 
Men who took part in the meeting 
predicted that the United States will 
send IOO or more horses to take part 
in the show and that Canada will send 
at least 30.

TO B E U S E D TO SH O W A C T U A L 


A R T IC U LA T IO N IN L IF E . 


Bones of the Dead Pacer Sysonby Be­ 
ing Mounter for the American 
Museum of Natural History. 


Jam es R. Keene, the owner of the 
famous racer Sysonby, which died a 
few months ago, has had the skeleton 
prepared for public display at the 
American Museum of Natural History 
at New York city. 
In the horse alcove 
on the fourth floor of the museum 
there are already several specimens 
of the equine skeleton. 
In accord­ 
ance with the scheme of the man­ 
agement to prepare specimens to por­ 
tray active life, each of 
these 
is 
:mounted so as to typify some charac­ 
teristic phase of the life of the horse 
(or of its history. 
So Sysonby, when 
placed on public view, will be shown 
galloping, arranged to suggest 
the 
wonderful sj>oed he showed on the 
track. 
The bones of the great stal­ 
lion after their long preparation are 
now disarticulated in the laboratory 
of Dr. S. H. Chubb, who is In charge 
of this particular phase of the mu­ 
seums activity. 
When the work of 
mounting them will be begun is not 
yet determined. 
It will 
be 
some 
months before they are prepared for 
public display. 
Those who have not seen the sj>eci- 
mens displayed in the great museum 
cannot fully appreciate the effect of 
their novel treatment. 
Each exhibit 
placed on view there is immeasurably 
enhanced by this suggestion of anima­ 
tion. 
Birds in their eyries, beasts in 
their lairs, and reptiles in their nests 
are made to picture life as nearly as 
the dead reproduction can. 
This idea 
is not surprising, but to employ tho 
plan in the monuting of skeletons is 
certainly highly ingenuous and strik­ 
ingly effective. 
It is amazing what 
the framework of the animal can tell 
when, by careful study, each part is 
made to suggest its function in actual 
life. 
An instance will serve for illustra­ 
tion. 
The draught horse, beast of 
burden, molded on powerful, heavy 
lines, trained to drag great weight, 
automatically adjusts its body to its 
| task, so that each part with the great­ 
est economy of effort produces the 
greatest resultant force. 
When the 
right hind leg Is set firmly, its broad 
hips lowered, its body swerved to the 
right to bring its massive shoulders 
in direct line for freest action, with 
head to right and lowered, every mus­ 
cle is set for the gi eat est strain. 
So. 
; too 
is its frame. 
The skeleton of 
j the horse, when set up thus in action, 


I shows the hind leg. the lowered, flat- 


i tened pelvis, the arched and curved 


vertebrae swinging to the side, 
the 
shoulders hunched and neck bent— 
each bone, in short, true to life— in the 
position it would occupy when actually 
engaged in such action. 
So also the 
skeleton of a pony, set as if grazing. 
is truthful to the 
minutest detail* 
Everything elsc^ that is placed on view 
shows the same painstaking 
effort, 
and the effect is truly amazing. 
As striking a display as any to be 
found in the museum is the combined 
figures of horse and man. 
“ Man and 
His Friend” it is called, and it is set 
up to illustrate the subjugation of the 
horse by man after the animal had 
reached its present form of develop­ 
ment. 
The skeleton of the horse Is 
erected on hind legs, rearing as in 
fear of the figure by its side. 
The

human frame walks beside, with hand 
uplifted, evidently holding the bridle 
and restraining the mad plunges of 
the animal. 
Each bone tells plainly 
the story of its purpose to those who 
care to seek its meaning. 
So Sysonby will tell his tale. W hile 
to the unthinking his frame will servo 
merely to recall his prowess, the stu­ 
dent will find it of greatest interest. 
Posed as galloping, the agility and 
easy grace of his movements will be 
In evidence rather than the power 
which the figure of the draught horse 
typifies. 
The power will lie there, 
but 
subserving 
the 
suggestion 
of 
s|>eed. 
There will be conservation of 
strength and nervous, racking energy 
in its application to attain the swift­ 
est flight; the eager tenseness which 
drives the modern race horse at its 
greatest pace for short stretches, sur 
passing all achievements of the tun 
monarchs of the past, though lacking. 
perhaps, the stamina that carried tho 
great horses of old over long distances 
unwearied. 


SEE MONEY IN ZEBR0IDS. 


Tile attempt has been made over 
in Germany with some degree of sue 
cess of raising a breed of animals 
known as zebroids, which is a cross 
between the wild zebras of Africa and 
the domestic mule or horse, but the 
breeding of these strange animals has 
never been anything more than an 
interesting curiosity. 
Now an American proposes to go 
into the business of breeding the ani­ 
mals for practical 
purposes, claim­ 
ing that they have 
such 
superior 
points over the horse and the mule, 
both as to length of life and hardi­ 
ness. that they will command high 
prices and be in much demand. 
At his country place at Rye. N. Y., 
\\ arren M. Yan Norden, a New York 
banker, bas established his zebroid 
farm. 
In temporary quarters in one 
barn 
are three sebras, said to be 
among the finest of their species ever 
brought to this country. 
One of them is declared to be a 
genuine G revv’s zebra, 
from 
Abys­ 
sinia, and this animal alone is valued 
by Mr. Yan Norden at $5,000. 
The 
other two zebras belong to what is 
known as the Bohimii class. 
Two 
more, equally as valuable as those now 
in Rye. have been captured for Mr. 
Yan Norden, and will be shipj>ed to 
this oountry early next spring. These 
animals are about six years old, and, 
inasmuch as the life of the average 
zebra is about 50 years, they are as 
yet mere babies, and are full of more 
life and tricks than young colts. 
So much for the zebra parents of 
the zebroids. 
Their parents on the 
other side will range from a full­ 
blooded Arabian mare down to little 
burro jennies, through a list of horse- 
flesh including piebald, hackney and 
mustang. 
In speaking of the zebroid. Mr. Van 
Norden says: “ The zebroid makes an 
excellent all-around animal for domes­ 
tic use. and I hope to introduce it in 
this country. 
It is already used in 
South Africa, where it has given satis­ 


faction. 
I cannot say just how speedy 
the zebroid will be. but those I shall 
raise will be from the finest stock, 
especially suited for driving purposes. 
I hose animals are much more strong 
and vigorous than the horse, and live 
about twice as long. 
They will rank 
with any of the horses In general use 
to-day, ami in value will range from 
$S00 to $1,000. 
They will be very 
tough and able to endure twice the 
hardship the average horse can stand.” 
The zebroids will owe their appear­ 
ance In this country, however, not 
so much to Mr. Van Norden’s desire 
to raise them for themselves alone 
as to his determination to solve the 
problem of telegonv. 
He Is determ­ 
ined to demonstrate whether it is real. 
as breeders of blooded stock assert, 
or whether it is a vagary of the breed­ 
er’s mind, as scientists declare. 
Ex­ 
plaining the object of his undertaking. 
Mr. Van Norden said: 
“ All breeders believe in telegonv. 
H has always l>een their claim that 
if a female anima! Is bred to one of a 
different species but of the same fam­ 
ily and is afterward bred to one of 
her own species the second offspring 
will show resemblance to the first 
sire. 
Opposed to the claim of the 
breeders is that of the scientists, who 
say there is no such thing as telegony. 
and that the breeders are mistaken in 
their diagnosis. 
A man who stands 
near the head of the scientists in their 
contention that there is nothing In 
the breeders* fear of telegony is Prof. 
VV. Ewart of Edinburgh university, and 
for years he has conducted experi­ 
ments to support the correctness of 
his theories. 
Prof. Ew art is now ex­ 
perimenting with 
pigeons and 
rab­ 
bits. 
He asserts that no one has ever 
gone Into the subject of telegony in 
such a manner as clearly to demon­ 
strate the truth or falsity of the many 
claims made concerning it. 
The ex­ 
periments iff Prof. Ew art and others 
have thrown some light on the sub­ 
ject. but there is still much to be 
learned.” 
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lf He Only Were. 
“ I gather from this article,** he said, 
laying aside his magazine, “ that if a 
man were relatively as strong as a 
flea he could, every time an automobile 
threatened to run him down, grab up 
the great machine and hurl it over a 
nineteen-story office building.”

APART o r THE SIMKO CITY 


At last after nearly three years of 
5ffort, Prof. W aldstein has secured the 
opportunity of continuing the work of 
excavation of H erculaneum , which has 
been attempted upon several different 
occasions and then 
abandoned, 
and 
now the hopes and 
exp ectation s 
of 
archaeologists is to be realized, for it 
is confidently asserted that no ancient 
city fould yield so rich art treasures 
as those of Herculaneum. 
Herculaneum is supposed to have 
been founded by Hercules wTien, on 
his return to Iberia, he landed on the 
coast of Campania, some 300 years be­ 
fore Christ 
was 
born. it 
bein? a 
Roman city, with all the rights and 
dignities attaching thereunto. 
In A. D. 63 dread Vesuvius gave evi­ 
dence of activity. 
Past and gone was 
the era in w’hich old Strabo described 
the “ lush meadows” that in the days 
of Augustus spread their green velvet 
in the very crater itself. 
On the final 
day of the cataclysm the whole world 
seemed to be shaken with earthquake, 
whose traces are seen to-day in the 
cracked mosaics and villa walls of 
dug-up Pompeii. 


All archaeologists are 
agreed 
that 
the houses and villas of Herculaneum 
were far more magnificent than those 
of Pompeii. 
This has been proved by 
the House of the Papyri, which was 
dug out in 1754, but was afterward 
re covered w ith debris from other ex­ 
cavations. 
This famous villa is sup­ 
posed to have belonged to Lucius Cal- 
purnius Piso. 
Here 
was 
found a 
treasure in the form of a library of 
nearly 2,000 rolls of papyrus, 
which 
gave promise of far greater riches to 
come. 
The history of Herculaneum shows 
A series of spasmodic efforts on $he 
part of patriots and scientists to un­ 
cover its buried wealth. 
Towrard the 
close of the fifteenth century some ac­ 
cidentally found fragments of mosaic 
and statuary led the archaeologists of 
ithe day to think that the long-lost city 
lay beneath the soil at that spot. But 
not for another 200 years was any­ 
thing made certain. In 1706 the Prince 
d’Elbeuf of Lorraine came to Italy 
with Philip V. and settled in the city 
of Naples, after marrying the Prince 
of Salsa’s daughter. 
A few years later he built a beauti­ 
ful palace near Portici. and its most 
precious ornaments were certain an­ 
cient marbles sold to him by peasants, 
who had found them while digging 
a 
well. 
Now, the Prince d'Elbeuf was a 
connoisseur of no mean merit. Amazed 
at the quantity and 
beauty of 
the 
antiquities that came 
to 
him 
so 
strangely, he began to dig on his own 
account, with unexpected success. His 
workmen turned up several beautiful 
statues before his eyes, and some of 
them he presented to Prince Eugene 
of Saxony and others to I*ouis XIV’. 
.Soon the municipal authorities 
of 
Naples began to object to this froe- 
booting. and stopped ail further work. 
The prince’s director had been Giu­ 
seppe Stendardi. who wrote a book on 
the lovely objects he hacj found. 
He 
died in Florence, whither he had to 
fly for political reasons. 
After this Herculaneum was let lie 
for several years. 
The Neapolitans 
acclaimed Charles 
111. of 
Spain as 
their king, and the year 1737 found a 
royal palace built at Portici. 
Charles 
was greatly interested to know that 
beneath his feet there was a m arvel­ 
ous Roman city lying intact. 
He be­ 
gan excavations, and at a depth of 
about 90 feet below the surface came 
upon the long-buried city of Hercula­ 
neum under the 
miserable 
modern 
villages of Resina and Portici. 
The following year work was begun 
again in the well out of which d’Elbeuf 
had taken his bronzes, marbles and 
terra cottas, and to the delight of the 
kingly archaelogist the workmen 
Im ­ 
mediately came upon the fragments 
of the far-famed Bronze Horse, now in 
the Naples museum. 
There followed 
stately statues of three Roman con­ 
suls, together with 
an 
inscription 
showing that at a certain spot was the 
grand entrance to the theater of Her­ 
culaneum. 
This superb structure, by 
the way. was entirely excavated un­ 
derground at various times during the 
following decade. 
It is worth noting that so far all 
work had been carried on by military 
engineers, sappers and miners. 
One 
of the most notable was Alcabierre, 
who had 
come 
from 
Spain 
with 
Charles. 
He entered into this work 
with all the spirit and enthusiasm of a 
treasure diver, but fell ill through ex­ 
posure in damp tunnels, and was suc­ 
ceeded at various times by Francesco 
Borro and Peter Baudot. 
Not muct^ was done under these; 
and when Carl Weber, a Swiss, had 
been at work for a few months it was 


suddenly decided to stop all further 
operations and begin anew with Pom­ 
peii. 
Poor Weber was nearly heart­ 
broken. well knowing he was on the 
very eve of discoveries that would 
startle the world. 
But there was nothing for it but to 
uncover the last section of the beauti­ 
ful theater, prop up the foundations 
of the houses of modern Resina, and 
block up all existing tunnels, for fear 
of robbers, such as loot the tombs in 
the Libyan deserts for the benefit of 
tourists. 
In the eighteenth century, too great 
quantities of precious 
papyri 
were 
found, and broken 
statues, 
bronzes, 
mosaics, fountains and other objects 
of art were pieced together with in­ 
finite care and deposited mainly in the 
Naples 
museum. 
The 
authorities 
were most jealous lest any consider­ 
able work or art should go out of the 
country. 
It was not until about 1830 that 
work was again begun half-heartedly 
on unfortunate Herculaneum, and 30 
years later a big purchase of land was 
made and a force of men started to 
work underground by Fiorelli, whose 
name will always be associated with 
the “ City of Mystery.** 
King Victor 
Emmanuel II. deserves great credit 
for inaugurating still further work. 
He contributed something like 50,- 
OOOf. to the tund3, and began new es- 
cavations with a state and pomp that 
gave new impetus to the excavations.
